Rep. Jerry L. Pettis (R) of the 33rd district has levell- 
ed a blistering attack on “self-interest organizations that 
publish ‘‘ratings’’ which profess to portray the perfor- 
mance of Members of Congress.’ ‘Political rating 
systems are a farce,’ Pettis charged. ‘‘The groups that 
make up these ratings run the gamut from flaming 
liberal to ultra-conservative. Each group chooses its own 
special interest votes — 10 or 15 from the more than 500 
votes cast each year — then they claim the one vote in 50 
or 60. they decided to use gives a true picture of a 
representative's performance. This is totally misleading 
and the entire premise is ludicrous.’ 

Pettis’ remarks came after he received a telephone 
call from a newspaper in his Congressional District ask- 
ing him if he'd like to comment on his latest rating by the 
Ripon Society. The congressman had not yet received a 
copy of-the ratings which were released to the press 
before they were sent either to Members of Congress or 
to Ripon Society members 

‘I'd tike to know how I’m supposed to answer questions 
on why I voted as I did when I don’t even know what votes 
were Qsed for this particular ‘ratings game.’ All I knew 
was thatthe reporter said I received a rating of 69- 
percent from a moderate Republican organization

ridiculous to assume that the job of a Congressman or 
woman and the way we represent our constituencies can

come out. You can vote against duplication which wastes 
the taxpayers’ money and according to a ratings group 
you end up looking like you voted against God, the Flag 
and Motherhood 

Pettis stated he had recently received a rating from a 
group that purposes to represent senior citizens. ‘In look 
ing over the votes they used, I noticed a strong similarity 
between the so-called senior citizen group choices and 
those used by the AFL-CIO. My office checked and found 
the organization alleging to represent the interests of the 
elderly was directly tied to the labor unions 

“That cleared up the mystery of why they considered 
my support for providing youth differential provisions in 
the minimum wage law as a vote against 
citizens,’ he said 

Pettis called the ‘so-called senior citizen group rating 
‘particularly galling 

‘One of my personal priorities since coming to 
Congress has been to improve senior citizen programs 
and benefits. I cosponsored the Older Americana Act 
This group says I voted against it! I introduced the 
legisiation passed by Congress this year to provide an 11- 
percent cost-of-living increase for Social Security 
recipients, I voted for the 10-per cent increase in 
veterans’ benefits that passed, and I've introduced and 
continued to work for bills to remove outside earnings 
limitations on Social Security and V.A. pensions, to im

The.Congressman noted that most ratings are based on 
votés ‘taken on obscure or special interest amendments 
rather than on legislative issues as a whole 

‘Some amendments, naturally, are important. But 
often amendments are offered which would benefit only a 
handful of people or on the other hand which would 
eliminate duplication of Federal programs already es- 
tablished or approved when another bill was considered 
Yet, no méntion is made of these factors when the ratings

Bern, Switzerland — ‘The 
Swiss — there is no getting 
away from it — are outrageous 
and the rest of humanity 
feels deep resentment towards 
They have not been 
involved in wars for over a 
century, they have no outlet to 
the sea, founded no empires, 
and still are prosperous and 
rich. The Swiss franc has the 
arrogance of being a much 
better currency than the dollar 
That is why they are called dull, 
unintelligent, uninteresting, a 
nation of waiters. The truth ts 
they have behaved like civilized 
people in a lunatic world, and 
that cannot be easily forgiven 

George Niekes thus summed 
up some of the specific virtues 
of the Swiss and the general 
perversity of the human race 
Tes British herorist at feast 
gives us a basis from which to 
start an anlysis of this pecuhar 
kind of country

The Swiss have a reputation 
for helping their neighbors —

Presented my 
ticket to the conductor and was 
promptly informed the bus fare 


was $750 ~— to be paid in 
advance, cash. no alr credit 
cards — although Swissair

and during the two hour ride 
had the opportunity of closely 
checking my ticket — obviously 
the bus fare was included. With 
the evidence of the two tickets | 
prevailed on the conductor to 
give me back my overpayment 
A surly sour growl 
accompanied the refund 

Arriving in Bern I hauled my 
bags to a waiting cab — no 
porters, but they do provide 
carts for transferring your 
luggage — unions will not 
permit taxi drivers to handle 
baggage. After an all night 
flight and a seven hour time 
change I didn't examine the 
buildings too closely that 
surrounded the new station 
under construction. After I had 
loaded the bags. the driver 
made a U-turn and deposited 
me and my bags across the 
street in front of my 
destination, the Hotel 
Schweizerhol. After personally 
unloading the two bags | paid 
the $4.50 that this five minutes 
ot Swiss service cost 

During my formative years 
my linguistic education was 
sadly neglected and I'm afraid 
that if my English conversation 
isn't understood, my only 
recourse is to talk louder. I'l! 
assure you that this does not 
work. And despite its 
reputation as a tourist oriented 
country, there is less English 
understood than in the 
unexplored portions of 
Afghanistan 

Of cottrse, the Swiss, being 
the realists they are, may have 
decided that with the collapsing 
American dollar and British 
pound there is small point in 
catering to the Anglo Saxon 
contingent. In any event, I'm 
hoarse and about out of 
gestures. I'm also lost most of 
the time, and find it impossible 
to select much merchandise 
with my point and grab system 
even if my vanishing dollar 
bought Swiss francs could pay 
for my souveniors 

Zurich, Bern and Geneva 
certainly don't make up all of 
Switzerland. but they are 
enough of a sample to make me 
look forward to Austria 
tomorrow
